Applicant's election without traverse of Species 7, figure 1 0 (claims 1 to 
13,17,18,19-40,42-44) in Paper # 1 1 , filed 8/21/02, has been acknowledged. The 
Examiner has modified the claims that read on the elected figure 7. The claims that will 
be examined are claims 1 to 13, 17-26, 31 to 33, 37 to 40 and 42 to 44. Error!

This application contains claims 14 to 16, 27 to 30, 34 to 36, 41 and 48 to 67 
drawn to an invention non-elected without traverse in Paper No. 1 1 . 

This application contains claims 68 to 102 drawn to an invention non-elected with 
traverse in Paper No. 9. 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 

that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

Claims 1 to 13, 17 to 26, 31 to 33, 37 to 40 and 42 to 44 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Akram (U.S. Patent # 6,424,033 B1). 

For example, in claim 1 , Akram (figures 10 and 1 1 ) show a semiconductor device 
910 for use in a stacked multi-chip assembly 912,40, comprising: a semiconductor die 
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912; and a spacer layer 920 formed on at least a portion of a surface of said 
semiconductor die and protruding therefrom substantially a predetermined distance that 
said semiconductor die and an adjacent semiconductor die of said stacked multi-chip 
assembly are to be spaced apart from one another, said spacer layer including voids 
communicating with a lateral periphery thereof. 

For example, in claim 19, Akram (figures 10 and 11) show a semiconductor 
device assembly, comprising: a first semiconductor device 912; a nonconfluent spacer 
layer 920 on a surface of said first semiconductor device, a second semiconductor 
device 40 positioned over said first semiconductor device, a surface of said second 
semiconductor device being adhered to said nonconfluent spacer layer.
